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93 die in crush at English soccer match

■ ■ LONDON — At least 93 fans’ were crushed to 
death and 200 others w’ere injured at a national 
soccer championship playoff match in central 
England on Saturday w’hcn, thousands of 
spectators without tickets gained last-minute 
entry to on enclosed viewing section already 
overcrowded with paying customers. 

The game at Sheffield, about 150 miles 
northea.st of London, continued for several 
minutes as terrified fans trapped in the ground- 
lovel spectator terrace fought for their lives. 

■'We w’cre like caged animals in a zoo," was how 
one survivor described the horror and frenzy of 
the fans as they scrambled to free themselves 
from the crush around them.

Dozens fell under the. feet of the surgingcrowd 
and died, "It seemed as if it w’as four deep in dead 
bodies with people climbing over them," witness 
Stuard McGeagh said. Many of the dead were 
teen-agers and children, an ambulance worker 
said. 

Some survivors managed to scale a l&-foot-high 
perimeter fence onto the field as police, still 
unawore that a tragedy was'unfolding before 
them, ordered the fleeing spectators to go back. 
Scores more fans climbed onto the shoulders of 
friends and were lifted out of the melee by 
supporters in the front rows of stands above them. 
South Yorkshire County Police Constable Peter 


Wright confirmed that 93 had died as of late 
Saturday, while hospital officials said that dozens 
of the injured were critically hurt and breathing 
with the aid of respirators. 

It was thi.s country's worst ever spotting 
disaster and another entry in a grim catalogue of 
British soccer tragedies. 

There were conflicting reports about how the 
overflow crowd gained entry to the area 
immediately behind the goal at Liverpool's 
‘assigned end of thc-stodium.-According-to one- 
version, they streamed in through a broken, 
turnstile; according to another they were 
admitted by police, who failed to chock their 
tickets.

from a meeting with Exxon officials 
saying he w’as optimistic about the 
firm’s long-awaited plan. 

"It appears to be a piece of work 
that’s well thought-out, scientifically 
-nnd-operationaUy. and Fm.vcry 
encouraged," said Yost, who has 
predicted the cleanup w’ould extend 
through the summer. 

"1 don’t think we're going to be 
back to lOO percent by this time next 
year, but I think w’o’ro'X'oing to have 
a much bigger smile on our faces 
than now," he said. 

He said he would not approve the 


20-page plan until he had examined it 
over the weekend, and thought it 
likely it would take two or three 
weeks to fully implement it. 

"I wish it was two or three weeks, 
ago,’ responded Dennis Kelso, 
commissiohef of the- state 
Department of Environmental 
Conservation. 'Kelso, who had 
criticized'Exxon harshly for failing 
to produce the plan earlier, al^o 
attended the meeting. He said he 
would brief Gov. Steve Cowper this 
weekend,- 

Exxon spokesman Don Cornett 


said the company would not discuss 
its plan until after Yost had fully 
revicw’cd it. 

The logistics for the cleanup will 
be staggering. The 44 crucial sites 
selected by the state for immediate 
action have at least 240 miles of often 
rugged shoreline, and there are 
about 3,000 rocky beaches tainted by 
oil in all. 

Meanwhile, fishing boats carried 
makeshift barriers toward the oil- 
fouled coast of Katmai National 
Park, where bears emerging from 
hibernation were feared to be 
feasting, on tainted an^potentially 
toxic carcasses and clam.

4iidden problem may 


plague Idaho economy 

Two recent news articles on tlie health of the Idaho 
economy ought to alert us' ull to n hidden problem in the 
.state’s new resurgence or jobs: the underemployment of 
people ut wages below the levels of their .skills. 

One article outlined the problem from u national 
perspective, particularly ns it impact.s rural areas. The 
country has large pockets of rural'poverty, according to a 
new study from the Center for Budget and Policy Pri'ontiea, 
and the problem is getting worse, not better. 

Rural poverty more often is found in families where one 
or two parents work, but find themselves struggling 
because of loss of farm income or u disabling job accident 
or farm injury. Also, the rural poor are moio likely to be 
elderly individuals whom modern communication, 
transportation and even the amenities of basic life have 
passed by, 

The other article was a report of a speech by Lt. Gov. C. 
L.' "Butch" Otter, who called underemployment the .soft .spot 
in a generally improving state economy. .What was needed, 
he said, was enlightened business thinking by sophisticated 
employers. 

To some businesses, the idea of paying competitive wages 
does not always seem a wise business decision. After all, 
wages are often the highest component in a business' cost 
structure; money saved in wages can often go directly to 
bottom line profit. 

But when short*torm profits override long-term 
investment, businesses may sufTcr even though they do not 
sec it. ynirkcrs who are scrimping along from paycheck to 
paycheck are not going to have much in the way of 
disposable income; that means they will buy less of 
everything beyond necessities, from autos to furniture, 
books to vacations. 

Multiply this through a whole community, state or region 
and you have a serious economic problem, The transfer of 
goods and services slows, and with it, both the dovclopmoni 
of the area and the growth of il.s tax base and 
infrastructure, such as schools, bridgo.s and roads. 

That was the pattern in much of the American South for 
many years and it remains the pattern in’ parts of every 
region in the country. Otter is absolutely right when he says 
it is a hidden danger in Idaho's economy. 

Thik is nut to say every region of the country, nor every 
community, ought to have the same, wage structure. Wages 
in America are generally u reflection of local employment 
patterns, demographics and both supply and demand in 
various lines of work.

Founding fathers 
never sanctioned 
one state religion 


^preme Court Justices usually 
get in the headlines for the decisions 
they make on cases Uiat come before 
the High Court. But a few weeks ago, 
Justice Sandra Day OConnor found 
herself the object of considerable 
press-attention because of a letter 
she sent to an acquaintance from her 
days in the Arizona legislature. 

it seems that the acquaintance, a 
Ms. Annctta Conant, on Arizona 

Republi can act i v ist, wrote to Justice 

O'Connor in mid-1987 asking the 
Justice to provide citations for any 
rulingain which the court asserted 
that the United States was a 
•Christian nation." None do, but 
O'Connor provided a list of three 
opiruons that noted the religious 
heritage of the nation, with an off- 
hand note attached that described 
the enclosed opinions as providing 
what Conant had requested. 

To O’Connor, it might have 
seemed like just another answer to 
the hundreds of letters that pour into 
the Court every day. But os it turned 
out, her brief reply touched off 
something of a media firestorin. 

The Religious Right has a 
particular interest in describing 
America ns a “Christian nation* 
because they think it bnds strength 
to their arguments that their 
religious views should get 
preferential treatment. They reason, 
for example, that since the United 
. States is a Christian nation, students 
< in public schools should be required 
to recite a state-mandated prayer 
■i every morning affirming that faith. 

» The truth is that while the United 
Stales was settled largely by 
Christians, this is not a Christian 
nation. There is an impoM'nt 
difTcrcncc between a nation 
populated largely by people of one 
faith and one with on officially 
sanctioned state religion. That 
difference explains why our 
forebears came to America in the 
first place. 

In my 16 years in CongrcM, I 
found guidance in the principles of 
. my Christian faith and the insights 
of religious loaders, particularly on 
such issues as civil rights, hunger 
and peace. But I never claimed that

Voter confidence in Congress sinks lower, analysts say

WASHINGTON — First they tried 
to give themselves a 51 per cent pay 
raise. Then they savaged a former 
colleague. John Tbwer, for booting 
and womanizing. Now they're at each 
other's throats over House Speaker 
Jim Wright's financial dealings. 

This hasn't been the best of years 
on Capitol Hill. And as Congress's in- 
ternal wranglings have spilled out 
into public view, voter confidence in 
the House and &nate — which was- 


n't terribly high to bepn vrith — has 
sunk even lower; political analysts 
and consultants sny. 

"We'cc already getting to a 'screw 
you! environment for incumbents 
right now," reports GcofTrey .Garin, a 
Democratic pollster, who is warning 
his clients that they will have to 
work harder than ever to get nn!lc<±- 
ed next year. 

• Opinion samplings by Garin's com- 
pany show, that the number of ^ple 
who say they would vote today to re- 
elect their congressman or senator is 


down 5 to 10 Mrcentage points from 
the comparable period in 1985 or 
1987. 

Republican pollsters have detected 
u similar drop, which suggests that 
Democrats aren't, the only ones with 
reason to worry that the 98 percent 
re-election rate House members, 
achieved in last year's election may 
not be matched next year. 

"More than at any time since the 
posl-Watcrgote period," says Garin, 
'the burden on incumbents will be to 
prove that they arc not part of the 


problem in WoahingUm."- 
Lcgislatore confirm that their con- 
stituents arc fed up with what 
they're seeing and hearing these days 
from the naUon's capital, where seri- 
ous -problems such as the budget 
defidt seem to be taking a back scat 
to scpndal. .

orguing his innocence before col- 
leagues and on television.

WASHINGTON - Almost' S6 
million of the $15 million that the 
federai government will pay this 
year to buy medications for needy 
AIDS patients will com*c out of AIDS 
research funds, according to the 
Department of Hoalth and Human 
Services (HHS). 

y The program to pay for AIDS 
Ireotmcnt, primarily the drug AZT, 
was due to expire last September, 
but Congress extended it. However, 
no money was appropriated to pay 
for it, so HHS has been forced, in 
budgetary jargon, to "tap" all of its 
; AIDS programs for the funds. 

"We're defeating the whole 
'purpose of what we're doing." said 
Dr. Anthony Fauci, assistant 
director of the National Institutes of 
Health for AIDS research. "I am 
'very concerned about the use of 
'research funds to subsidize the 
bu>ing of drugs for distribution." 

, The NIH funds most of the 
; country's scientific effort to find 
more effective AIDS treatments and 

' to develop a vaccine against tl\e 
human immunodeficiency virus 
; (HIV), which causes the disease. 

About 7,000 of an estimated 30,000 
AIDS patients taking AZT are 
receiving the drug through the 
federal program, which is partially 
funded by states. AZT does not cure 
.AIDS, but it prolongs the lives of 
those with the disease. A year’s 
treatment costs about $8,000. 

■ Burroughs Wellcome Co,, the drug's 
manufacturer, is contributing S5 
million to the program. 

Fauci .said he sympathizes with 
AIDS patients who cannot afford 
costly treatments, but he added, 
"This is really an unienahle way to 
solve the problem." 

Becouse the Nlll receives almost 
half — nlwi't S6Cf7 million — of (he 
Public Health Service's SI .3 billion 
AIDS budget, its contribution to the 
AZT program, is the greatest of any 
agency, about $7.-l million. Almost $6 
million of this will come from 

■ research fund.s.

"Many consumers have begun 
qucslio/iing the adequacy of the 
nation’s supply of crude oil," Wotkins 
said, odding that the loss of crude oil 
as a result of die March 24 spill was 
13 million barrels, or about 17 hours 
of national consumption. 


. "Supplies arc not threatened," 
Watkin-s said. 

Shipments of Alaskan North Slope 
crude from the port of Voider were 
temporarily' curtailed after-Uie-spillr 
but the flow this. week returned to 
normal. 

Gasoline price increases have 
been largest on the West Coast, 
which is"'the main destination of 
Alaskan crude. Nationally, the 
average price of a, gallon of gasoline 
rose 10 percent, to Sl.lO, ifl-thc last 
month, according to the Lundberg 
Survey, a Los Angeles publication 
that chocks prices at 12,000 ga.soline 
stations nationwide. 

Analysis mostly attribute the price 
incrcasce to higher crude oil prices 


and widespread anticipation that 
gasoline supplies will be squeezed by 
an increase in summer auto travel. 

Watkins said’ an additional key 
-factor-has-bccn lhe imposition of 
state and federal rules that reduce 
gasoline vapor emissions but 
increase refining co.'its. He said the 
cfTcct on the market of the Alaskan 
spill was more imagined than real. 

The interruption of Alaskan crude 
created seriou.s concern for future 
supply curtailraent.s in product 
markets. This concern, more than 
actual supply curtailments, 
triggered price increases," he said. 

Watkins said the effects of the 
supply disruption were probably 
over.

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Utah fusion news causes dramatic reaction in business world

WASHINGTON — Corporate America is 
rcftponding to claims of a potentially historic 
breakthrough in cnergj- technology witli the 
same mix of emotions that grips the person 
who gets a letter announcing a millioh-dollar 
swccpstjtkes win: It's got to Ik} a fake, but i'll 
just make a call and find out. 

In recent days, about 30 companies have 
rushed to sign ngreements with the Universi- 
ty of Utah that allow them to rc\’iew two con- 
fidential patent applications the school filed 
last month on nuclear-fusion technology'. 


Multinationals like Wcstinghousc Electric 
Corp. are crowding with small energy compa- 
nies and venture-capital firms just for n 
chance to look at the patent applications; 
they're barred from doing anything wnth 
them. Another 40 companies have expressed 
interest, according to Norman Brown, the 
university's director of technology IronsCer. 

One Palo Alto, Calif., venture-capital firm 
•says it is exploring the idea of setting up a 
. cpmpany in fusion. 

"We're acliveltf^lqjng our homework, trying 
to understand belter some of the scientific 
implications." said Mark Dailey, a.ssocintc 


parincr nt Kicincr Perkins puulield & Byers, 
who visited the anu'ersity recently. But he 
noted that many technical questions must be 
worked out before such n company would be 
possible. 

Vfith devclopmcnUi coming day-by-doy, 
companies and investors across the country 
arc keeping labs through* the news media, 
conrcrcncos and sleuthing by their own ex- 
perts. 

They arc burning up the telephone wires 
to learn what's real, what isn't, " said JefTrey 
Harris, managing director of the venture-cap- 
ital firm Warburg, Ihncus Ventures ,lnc. of 


New York, who maintains it is too soon for in- 
vestors to be thinking about putting mooey 
in the technology. 

Firms and universities have set people to 
work trying to replicate the Utal) experi- 
ment, which seemed to heal v?utcr by har- 
nessing the hydrogen-to-helium fusion’ pro- 
cess tlmt drives the sun. Westinghouse, for 
instance,' learned of it from the news on 
March 24 and got its people into the lab the 
next day to try to malcn it. 

The Utah experiment was the work of a 
team led by Stanley Pons of the university 
there and Martin Flcischmnnn of Southamp- 


ton University in BriUiin. Rather than dis- 
close their. work in .scientific journals, the 
usual route in aaidemic circles, they did it 
with a news conference, leading to some criti- 
cism. 

Indeed, patents and visions of billion-dnllar 
sales appear to be coming into conflict with 
academia's ethic of openness and discourse.

Botanist: Yellowstone fires part of ecosystem

IDAHO 'FALLS - Fires are us 
much a part of the .Yellowstone Na- 
tional Park ecosystem as are the 
trees and animals, a botanisbtold 
tho-31st annual' Idaho Academy of 
Science Symposium. 

The park was bom of- fije.-said- 
Jay Anderson of Idaho State Univer- 
sity. That is as true of its geological 
origin as it is of recent fires, Ander- 
son said Friday. 

Large fires are not new- to the 
park and other national forests. In 
the park’s higher elevations, condi- 
tions for fires similar to the fires of 
1988 occur about every 100 years, 
Anderson said. 

Fires in 1825 burned about 5 mil- 
lion acres in Maine. The 1910 fires in 
Idaho and Montana burned about 3 
million acres. The fires in 1988 
burned 2,2 million acres in Alaska 


and about 1.4 million acres in Yel- 
lowstone. 

Three forces shape the park - ge- 
ology, climate and fire - and all are 
of equal importance, he said. 

People should not look at the fires 
as de.struclive, but as regenerative. 
They weed out old trees, dead wood 
and litter on the forest floor and let 
other species flourish in the apaces 
opened by the fire. Many of those 
smaller plants provide excellent for- 
age for wildlife. 

Man’s' intervention in Yellowstone 
had nothing to do .with the severity 
of the 1988 fires in Yellowstone, An- 
derson said. Fuels, or dead, wood 
and other burnable material, build 
up on the forest floor as a course of 
nature. In addition to adequate fuel 
to sustain a large fire, J988 was ab- 
normally dry. The Yellowstone Riv- 
er was at its lowest level on record, 
Anderson said. '

Sweet .said he believes Southard 
was innocent, and Krefl said he loo 
has his doubts about the case, be- 
cause Southard was convicted solely 
on the ba.sis of circumstantial evi- 
dence. 

Southard, then 28, was convicted 
of second-degree murder in 1921 in . 
the death of Edward Meyer, the lust 
husband she killed, but prosecutors 
showed evidence that she had killed 
three others over a five-year spun. 

Southard poisoned the men with 
tea and lemonade laced with arsenic 
she leached out of fiy paper, alleged 
Frank Stephen, county prosecutor at 
■ the' time. 'He^suid Southard’s hus-' 
bands always took out large insur- 
ance policies naming her as sole ben- 
eficiary. 

It was her insurance carrier who, 
after payintf two previous claims, 
tipped off the sheriff’s department, 
Krefl said. 

lb bolster his case against 
Southard, Stephen displayed before 
the iury the pickled organs of former 
husbands whose remains had been 
exhumed in TWin Falls, Montana and 
Missouri, Krefl said. The county now 
is displaying the laboratory test pa- 
pers used to detect arsenic in the or- 
gans, 

A Twin Falls hospital nurses' log, 
used as evidence in tho trial, is also 
in tho display case. Over a nine-day 
period leading to his death, entries in 
the log show how Meyer's condition 
scorned to dromatically worsen after 


occasionally drinking tea. 

Trial witnesses testified that 
Southard served the tea with toast. 
Stephen proposed that tho tea was 
laced with arsenic. - 

The log “has to be' one.of the most 
extraordinary pieces of evidence ever 
used in a U.S. trial," Kreft said. 
That’s nine days of a man being 
murdered," 

He said os chronicled ;in the log, 
death by arsenic poisoning is an ex- 
cruciating way to die, accompanied 
with wrenching vomiting, diarrhea 
and sharp abdominal pains. 

In the gloss case is a cardboard 
container that once held flypaper. 
Large quantities of flypaper were 
found stufied into furniture and in 
trash barrels at two of Southard’s 
houses. 

The Timcs-Ncws' predecessor, the 
Twin Falls Daily News, heralded the 
trial, which received national media 
attention for five weeks, ns the 
longest criminal trial in U.S. history 
at the time. 

Before the trial, tho paper said of 
Southard, "She may be utterly shal- 
low and wholly superficial, an inno- 
cent, iporant victim of a series of ex- 
troordinary coincidences, or she may 
be one of the deepest, cleverest and 
most viciously cold-blooded women 
since the days of (Lucrezia) Borgia." 

The saga continued after Southard 
was given a 10-ycar-to-Iifo prison 
sonlcncc. In 1931, she escaped from 
the stole prison in Boise, Krefl said, 
^cn she was caught a year and a 
half later she was married to her 
sixth husband and was carrying a 


via! of poison, he said. 

■ After Southard was released from • 
prison in tho early 1940s, she mar- 
ried her seventh husband, with 
whom she lived until she died. Sweet 
said. 

Sweet said he remembers -lyda 
Shaw, her latest name, coming'fo his 
home a couple of times when he was 
about 9 or 10. . 

The family tried to help her," he 
said. “I kind of felt sonw for her. She 
seemed like a very nice lady." 

Sweet said much of the family 
shunned &uthard. “Some of the fam- 
ily wouldn’t have anything to do with" 
her at all," he said. They felt the 
shame of that." 

Krefl said Southard's body was 
found naked in a Salt Lake City 
“flophouse," completely hairless, He 
speculates that while boiling the fly 
paper to extract the arsenic 40 years 
earlier. Southard had slowly poi- 
soned herself by breathing the 
fumes. 

After Lyda Shaw died on Feb. 5, 
1958, her body secretly was brought 
back to Twin Falls and buried in a 
family plot under the name Anna E, 
Shaw, Sweet said. 

“She had a lot of name change.s by 
that time," Krefl said, 

Kreft said her given name at birth 
was Ann Eliza, which was combined 
to form Lyda. 

Sweet said tliis week was the first 
time he ever discussed the burial 
with anyone outside the familv. 

“It was a hush-hush deal," nc said. 
“Tho family did keep it quiet."

Though many orens were burned, 
not all life was wiped out, Anderson 
said. In some iodgcpole pine stands, 
the fire released the 50,000 U> 1 mil- 
lion seeds per ncrtfnfthia fire-depen- 
dent species. 

In middlc-oged stands of ludgu- 
pole, the fire did litUc damage be- 
cause of the lack of dead wood on the 
"forest fioor, nnd the healthy trees 
didn't provide broken branches 
hanging down for tho fire to climb 
into the crowns, 

In Dduglas-fir stands, that tree's 
thick, rirc-rosistanl bark protected 
healthy trees, 

But even in some of tho worst ar- 
eas Anderson found undamaged 
cones, new seeds end the shoous of 
other plants drawing vigor from the 
minerals and nutrients released to 
the soil by the fire. 

The fires don't burn everything in 
their path but skip through the for- 
est, leaving n mosaic of trees of var- 
ious ages providing a variety of veg- 
etation and habitat for wildlife. 

"Yellowstone is alive nnd well," he

Federal study says radiation 
dangers at WIPP are slight

ALBUQUERQUE. N.M. (AP) - 
More people are likely to killed in ac- 
ridents while transporting nuclear 
waste, to the Waste .Isolation Pilot 
Plant than ever will die from radia- 
•tion exposure at, the facility, a federal 
study said. 

The summary of the study released 
Friday by the Department of Energy 
said there would be about 0.000025 
to 0.000026 latent cancer deaths per 
year to the public and 0.0053 to 
0.0058 deaths to workers from radia* 
lion, assuming normal operations. 

The report said there would be an 
equally minute chance of cancer 
death if an operational accident oc- 
curs. 

By comparison, the study forecasts 
-about.U- deaths from. truck and roil - 
accidents during WIPP'b 25-year op- 
eration. 

The truck- and rail-death figures 
arc based on a-model that uses 44 
million truck mlles"and'26’million 
rail miles as the distances waste will 
travel from nuclear weapons plants 
throughout the country to WIPP dur- 
ing its operation, said John Arthur, 
manager of DOE's environmental 
study office in Albuquerque. 

He said none of the accident 
deaths is projected to be caused by 
exposure to waste. • 

"As we have currently projected, 
this shows there will be minimal 
risk," Arthur said of the radiation ex- 


posure figures. "...We expect a' lot of 
ahalyais and scrutiny (on the fig- 
ures)." 

The Energy Department next week 
will begin a 60-day public comment 
period on the supplement to an envi- 
ronment impact study on WIPP com- 
pleted in 1980. TIic department 
agreed in December to ui^te the 
study in light of substantial new re- 
scar^ that has been done on ra- 
dioactive waste and WIPP. 

WIPP, proposed as the notion’s 
first permanent nuclear waste repos- 
itory, is in southeast New Mexico 
near Carlsbad and is designed to 
hold low- and medium-level radioac- 
tive waste from the nation's defense 
facilities. 

— Members of -several -ogcndcs and- 
oversight groups studying WIPP de- 
clined to comment on the study sum- 
mary until they have had a chance to 
see the full study, which the Energy 
DeparlmdtU mailf^ Friday. ' 

Ibp federal officials, including Sec- 
retary James Watkins, have been 
brieM on the study and expressed 
apphival, Arthur said, 

The study also addresses possible 
environmental consequences from 
WIPP on vegetation, wildlife, land 
use and air quality. 

The study assesses the hazards of 
radiation exposure under, three dif- 
ferent scenarios: 

.•Proposed action, which is the cur- 


rent plan to bring in waste in two 
phases before meeting federal dispos- 
al standards. 

•Alternative action, which would 
mean no waste at WIPP until the En- 
ergy Department complies with all 
disposal standards. 

•No action, which is keeping WIPP 
closed and taking waste elsewhere. 

As far 03 long-term radiological ef- . 
fects from WIPP, the. study addresses 
the question of exposure risk in sev- 
eral ways: 

•If there are no disturbances at 
the repository, the study says there 
should be no risk. 

•If there is a disturbance, such as 
an intrusion from drilling above the 
WIPP site, the maximum amount of 
ciposureto'a’ worker Is'cxpccled'Ui' 
be 0.077 milliroras, a figure Arthur 
describes as very small. 

After receiving public input on the 
study.DOE plans, to -issuc-a- final- 
study in August 

Although DOE hopes WIPP can 
open by &ptcmber, a number of crit- 
ics soy such a date is unrealistic. The 
facility was scheduled to open last 
October, but a failure by Congress to 
pass a land withdrawal bill transfer- 
ring the WIPP site from the Bureau 
of Land Management to DOE and 
problems .in obtaining approval for a 
container to haul the nuclear waste 
have caused delays.

Washingt6n apple sales are 
returning to normal levels 


YAKIMA. Wash, (AP) Sales of 
-Washington apples are returning to 
normal levels, which an industry offi- 
cial attributed to the public's short 
memory regarding the recent Alar 
conlroverey. 

Meanwhile, on attorney for the 
Natural Resources ' Defense Council 
who co-outhored tho Alar report was 
in the state Friday, and offered an 
olive branch to growers of the na- 
tion's largest apple crop.

Washington, D.C.-basod environmen- 
tal group said in a telephone inter- 
viojv.

Out-of-state apple shipments rose 
16 'pettent in the post week, to 1.41 
million-boxes from 1.19 million the 
week before, said Bill DeWitl of the 
Wenatchee Valley TVaffic Association 
on Friday. 

That is approaching the 1.56 mil- 


lion boxes shipped the week of March 
9, just before three consecutive weeks 
of sliding sales prompted by con- 
sumer fears. Last year at this time 
warehouses shipped 1.2 million box- 
es. 

Exports were up 13,000 boxes to 
119,000 shipped, with 67,000 of those 
sent to Taiwan, DoWitt said. Thiwan 
had been the most visible foreign 
market to drop Washington apple im- 
ports after the controversy started. 

Apple shipments to retailers, ex- 
porters and institutional users ore 
considered an accurate measure of 
consumer sales. 

"I think fortunately the people 
have short memories and maybe they 
arc coming back to buying apples," 
said DeWitt, whose group collects 
shipment from Washington ware- 
houses gathered by slate govern- 
ment. 

'People arc bepnning to realize 
that if there really was a problem 
they'd be taking them oiT the market, 
like Chilean grapes," DeWitt said. 

Prices remain soft, with the top 
grade of Red Delicious apples bring- 
ing just $11 to $12 per 42-pound box, 
$2 to $3 below the level prior to the 
Alar flap and barely above the cost of 
production. 

The slide in sales and prices began 


shortly after tho NRDC released a re- 
port in late February indicating that, 
eating Alar-treatcd apples increased 
cancer risk in children, , 

The report was denounced by the 
industry, which said that only about 
5 percent of the crop is treated with 
the chemical, and several federal 
agencies declared that apples arc 
safe to oat. 

Alar is the marketing name for 
daminozidc, which is mostly used on 
red apples to improve color, firmness 
and increase shelf life. It is still legal 
to use, although the U.S. Environ- 
mental Protection Agency has pro- 
posed banning it next year. 

Ms. Hathaway was in Seattle' for

"They did direct a lot of animosity 
at me personally," Ms. Hathaway 
said. 

Growers should stop attacking the 
messenger and join the NRDC in de- 
manding more protections from 
chemical companies and federal reg- 
ulators, she said. 

That includes urging Congress to 
set new limits on chemical use be- 
cause of danger to children. 


•SEATTLE (AP) — The best way to 
avoid community tensions that arise 
over police cITorts to combat gang 
activity is to be sensitive to the prob- 
lems that drive young people into' 
gangs. 

Nearly 900 officers from 105 law 
enforcement agencies received that 
message during a four-day confer- 
ence on gangs this week at tho Uni- 
versity of Washington. It was 'spon- 
sored by the Seattle Police Guild in 
cooperation with the Seattle Police 
Department. 

Police came from Washington; 
Idaho, Oregon, Canada, military po- 
^lice departments and other federal 
agencies. Seattle alone sent 400 ofTi- 
cers over the course of the week. 

The conference focused on tactics 
and strategics ns well as community 
relations. Most of the discussion cen- 
tered on black Californio gangs that 
deal in drugs, but it also covered 
Asian and Hispanic gangs ond white 
luilc groups. Police c.stimate that 
about 400 gang members have been 


identified in Seattle over the past 
two years. 

Six officials from the Los Angeles 
County sherilTs department shared 
some of their findings frorh' studies 
and their own street experience with 
gangs. 

One study refuted a belief shared 
by many that every youth living in 
an area inhabited by a gang belongs 
'to a gang, said Sgt. Wes McBride. 
Only 20 percent of the youths in 
gang-controlled Los Angeles County 
neighborhoods 'belonged to gangs 
while the other 80 percent steered 
clear, he said. The statistics show 
that gang youths usually come from 
poor, unstable homes -often headed 
by a single mother, he said. 

Another finding, said McBride, 
was that rival gangs don’t always 
fight each other. Crips kill each oth- 
er four times as often as they do 
Bloods, who they also outnumber 
four to onci ho soil’- 

"Most killings arc not over dope. 
Dope has caused gangs to spread, 
■but they kill each other because they 


don’t like each other," McBride said. 

The Los Angeles sherifT s gang ex- 
perts were asked to conduct the con- 
ference because their community- 
oriented approach to'fighting gangs 
is attractive to Seattle police, said 
Bob Shilling, president of the Seattle 
Police Guild. 

SlierifTs Department Capt. Ray 
Gott heads a 7(>mcmbcr Los Angeles 
shcrifTs gang unit called Operation 
Safe Streets. 

Gott's officers spend half their 
time on the streets simply "talking, 
just rapping,"' learning who is in- 
volved in gangs and what their prob- 
lems arc, he said, 

A large, middle group of teen- 
agers, perhaps 40 percent, could be 
pushed into gangs if police use 
heavy-handed tactics, he sqid. 

"Law enforcement ends up as tho 
ombudsman for a whole scries of 
problems and..issucs (outoidc tradi- 
tional police duties). Wc have to play 
a’ multitude of roles because no one 
else is able to do the job," he said. 


FedCT^ judge 
overturns 
hiring order 

BOISE (AP) - The 1988 order of 
the. Shoshonc-Bannock TVibal Ap- 
pcallato Court that FMC Corp. give 
tribal members preference for 75 per- 
cent of the jobs at its phosphate pro- 
duction facilities on the Fort Hall 
Reservation has been overturned by 
a federal judge. 

D.S. District Judge Marion Callis- 
ter' ruled Friday that the tribes' di- 
minishing sovereignty gave it no ju- 
rislliction over FMC's hiring prac- 
tices as tribal loaders had main- 
tained since 1980. 

Citing a 1981 U.S. Supreme Court 
decision in a Montana case, Calllstcr 
. said the eastern Idaho tribe had 
failed to show that FMC’s employ- 
ment policies threatened Sho-Ban 
economic security or that phosphate 
operations under lease agreements 
on reservation fee lands subjected 
tho. corporation to the tribes' general 
civil jurisdiction. 

IVibal jurisdiction over non-Indi- 
ana has become very narrow, Callis* 
ter; said, because tribes have lost 
much of their sovereignty with their 
incorporation into the United States 
and their increasing dependency. 

"This loss of sovereignty has led 
the Supreme (^urt to conclude that 
’exe'rcisc of tribal power beyond what 
is necessary to protect tribd sclf-gov- 
emment or to control internal rela- 
tions is inconsistent with the depen- 
dent status of the tribes,'” Callistcr- 
said. 

Wth unemployment among 
Shoshonc-Bannock members ranging 
as high as 50 percent, tribal leaders 
ordered FMC in 1987 to comply with 
an Ot^jlinance requiring Indians to re- 
ccivf'^refcrence for both jobs at FM- 
C's ; rc’servation facilities and con- 
tracts with the company.

'Jailhouse lawyer' set 
free, heads for Alaska 


I BOISE(AP) — A controversial 
"jailhouse lawyer" whose litigation 
helped transform the Idaho Stale 
Penitentiary is free after nearly 21 
I years and is hoping to start a a new 
‘life in Alaska. 

Walter "Bud" Balia was released 
from the prison south of Boise about 
noon Friday. Though he was not 
scheduled to be released until Au- 
gust, Corrections Director Richard 
Vernon said Balia had found a job 
and a place to live so prison officials 
dccidca to let him go. 

• In 1984, Balia led fellow inmates 
to a landmark federal court victory 
that declared the 680-inmate prison 
overcrowded ond lacking in basic ser- 
vices. The suit eventually brought 
about improvements at the prison 
and the construction of a new maxi- 


mum-security facility, which is sched- 
uled to be completed in October. 

American Civil Liberties Union 
lawyer Stephen Pevar in Denver 
called the court-mandated reforms 
"the single most important thing that 
has happened" to Idaho prisons. - 

Corrections officials reluctantly 
agree, although they dismiss the ma- 
jority of Balia’s prison-rights suits as 
frivolous. 

"Every state has their Balia," Ver- 
non said. "He just -happened to be 
Idaho's." 

. Balia was first, sent to the Idaho 
Slate Penitentiary in June 1968 on a 
robbery charge and was finishing a 
10-ycar indeterminate term for ns- 
saiill with a. deadly weapon at the 
time of his release.

warning against consensual 'relation- 
ships on campus. 

"Remember, this is a guideline, not 
a prohibition," said Carol Hnhn', TJI 
affirmative action officer. She said 
her office- is confronted with ques- 
tions* about iiaisons-bctwecn-faculiy- 
and students or supemsors and em- 


ployees "at least once a month." 

Ul law professor James Macdon- 
ald, an outspoken critic of the warn- 
ing, said the .statement "seems to 
give whiners and complainors anoth- 
er peg to use. ... It's just more fodder 
for the malcontents.'' 

He called the statement "n slap in 
the face and an affront" to many mar- 
ried couples in Moscow whose rela- 
tionships began as teacher-student or 
supervisor-staff friendships.

Tiny wasps may be answer 
to destructive alfalfa weevil 


WASHINGTON - Millions of liny parasitic wasps 
that fight the destructive alfalfa weevil are now 
within reach of virtually every alfalfa field in the 
country. 

The Iwneficial insects were the subject of a 30-ycar 
effort by the U.S. Department of Agriculture to 
control the weevils biologically. 

“In the past, farmers have spent up to a billion 
dollars per year to control the alfalfa weevil with 
chemical pesticides," said Gary Cunningham, chief of 
biological control operations in USDA’s Animal and 
Plant Health Inspection Service. ‘By coupling 
biological control with compatible management 
practices, alfalfa growers may need to apply 
chemicals only one out of six >'dirs, imsteod of every 
year, to avoid economic losses. This lowers control 
costs dramatically and greatly reduces 
■ cmironmcntal stress." 


In the mid-1950s, researchers identified several 
species of wasps in Europe and Asia that attack oidy 
alfalfa weevils und are harmless to humans and 
animals. Female wasps deposit their eggs-inside the 
bodies of weevil adults and larvae. After wasp larvae 
hiilch, they literally eat the host insect alive. 

The parasitic wasps were first put to work in 11 
northeastern and mid-Atlantic states. 

*By 1980, spraying of chemical insecticides to 
control the weevil had dropped 73 percent," 
Cunningham said. “Alfalfa producers in the 11 states 
saved an average of S3 million a year, while USDA 
spent only SI million on the entire project." 

Release of the wasps in the last of the western 
stales was completed last year, with good initial 
signs of success. Cunningham said. Fields in the 
West will continue to be monitored for'at least two 
years to be sure the wasps continue to nourish.

long haul. 

The United States will continue to 
aggressively seek elimination of 
trade-distorting measures," he said, 
"The long-term component of the ne- 
gotiations will indeed be an arduous 
exorcise, but it is an effort that is 
long overdue." 

&mc may have thought the EEC 
won a victory of sorts when it blocked 
some of the wording initially offered 
in the U.S. proposal seeking the 
eventual "elimination" of trade-dw- 
torting subsidies. 

Even after the United States 
changed the wording to seek a 
"ratcheting" down of the subsidies in 
future years, the 12-nation trading 
bloc remained unmovablo. 

Finally, in. Geneva, talks the week 
nf April 2-8, more than 100 countries 
reacned ogreemont on an ngricullur- 
nl framework to be used in further 
trade negotiations in the months 
ahead. It calls for a "substantial pro- 
gressive reduction" of disruptive 
farm subsidies. No mention of elimi- 
nation. 

Negotiators still have until the end^ 
of 1990 to settle the four-year 
Uruguay Round of trade talks aimed 
at liberalizing world commerce under 
the General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade. 

Ycutter said he was pleased by the 
outcome of the Geneva talks and 
called the di.scussions 'a concrete 
step forward" in tlic eventual goal of J 
long-term agricultural trade reform. ' 
The GATT discussions arc broken 
down into short-term and long-term 
elements. Ycutter said the long-term 
arc of most concern to U.S. negotia- 
tors since those decisions, if any, will 
guide world agricultural trade for the 
future. 

A background report by YcuUer's 
office explained some of the workings 
of the short-term agreement, which 
has been described ns a fpeeze on 
farm supports and import barriers 
through 1990. 

"In a general way, wc arc commit- 
ted not to increase support and pro- 
tection (of farmers)," the report said. 
"Specifically, we ore committed not to 
intensify market access barriers or 


.raisc_aupport- pricca_tQ_produccrs^ 
subject to the condition that the com- 
mittment must be consistent with ex- 
isting legislation." . 

The report added: "Our, assessniont 
is that this will not require us to do 
anything differently from what wc 
arc now doing. For 1990, our 1986 
farm legislation r^uirea cuts in 
some support prices." ' 

In other words, the report said, the 
short-term agreement is a political 
commitment to prevent worsening of 
policies that distort agricultural 
trade while long-term reform is being 
negotiated. 

Hero are further observations from 
the Ycutter background report on the 
short-term agreement reached in 
Geneva and how the accord may af- 
fect U.S. programs: 

— The operation of the -sugar pro- 
gram, including import quotas., will 
not be restricted. 

— No commitment was made on 
the operation of the acreage reduc- 
tion programs that cover major crops 
such a.s wheat and feed grains. Other 
countries were convinced that it 
would be unwise to "bind our hands" 
when U.S. and global stockpiles arc 
low. 


— S p e"4iog iinftpr_ thn F.xport En-— 
huncement Program — EEP — and 
other export programs will not bo 
frozen. There was no specific commit- 
ment on the l£vcl of expenditure for 
any single program, although "export 
subsidization is included as part of a 
broad commitment not to axcced cur- 
rent levels of domestic and export 
support and protection." 

“Under EEP, targeted countries can 
buy U.S. commodities at subsidized 
prices, The program is aimed at 
keeping U.S. products competitive 
with other countries, notably the 
EEC, which subsidize exports.

After racing ns a family for 20 
year.!. Ms. Hawley, 52. and her 
cattle rancher husband. Joe. 
reluctantly gave up their kennel of 
Alaskan Huskies in 198-t, .shortly 
before the lust of their children left 
home. 

"There were some tears shed," 
she said. 

Nonetheless, besides pursuing 
bridge and golf as hobbies. Ms. 
Hawley has remained the head of 
the mushers' pack as executive 
director of the racing group. 

"1 would say that she is IS-DRA," 


said Kent Allen of Hot Sulphur 
Springs. Colo., chairman of the 
2,(M0-me(nber association's board 
of directors.

Ms. Hawley, also managing 
editor of the organization's monthly 
magazine, handles the group's 
finances, paperwork and public 
relations from a small, 
mcmorabiliu-rillcd home office.

"It's neutral lime," say.s John Rolieits, a college-bound 
senior. “You have no real expeases and can get a job for 
spending money." 

But college, he adds, which looms in his future, "will be 
n lot more tense." 

Twin Fulls’ more confident 17-year-«lds eye the future 
with a .sense of adventure. 

Others fear upcoming major clwngcs, leaving their old 
haunts. 

And still others can liiiraly wail to leave school.

It doesn’t do any good to worry about possibility of nu- 
clear war, several say when asked national and world 
problems.

lost" and of one school that marked 
a boy absent for two weeks before 
discovering he had killed himself.

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Debate grows over who shoidd regulate child care 


EDITOR'S NOTE - It's another 
question of whether the feds should 
tell the states what to do and, if so. 
who should foot the bill? 

This lime the debate is about the 
quality~of day care for children, and 
when kids are involved emotions run 
high. More than two dozen child 
care bills are now before Congress 
while President Bush has some ideas 
of his own. 

WASHINGTON (AP) - A baby Bit- 

. tpr r />^pntly an v o/t Iho Hvpg nF nigh t, 
young children by tossing them from 
the window of her burning apart-, 
ment to the arms of rescuers three 
stories below. 

There was heroism in the tale, but

The controversy over federal en- 
croacbment on the turf of the- states 
was a mqjor factor holding up child 
care lcgislation,last year and tnc fire- 
works promise' to be equally os lively 
this year. 

Are states doing the job?- 

Arkansas Gov. Bill Clinton, who is 
leading a National Governors Associ- 
ation push for federal incentives in- 
stead of requirements, says. The 
record reflects a significant c^ort in 
most states to improve child care 
standards."- 

But ofTicials of the , Children's De- 
fense Fund maintain there ore wide 
discrepancies in the standards from 
state to state. In some stales, for ex- 
ample, a single adult cannot care for 
more than three infants. But in Ida- 
ho, a new mandatory licensing sys- 
_tem theoreticall y permits one person 
to care forl2 mfanls. 

The states that arc generally mov- 


ing forward are the ones that weren’t 
in such bad shape to begin with.” 
says Helen Blank, day care director 
for the CDF "But we still have a situ- 
ation where in many states licensing 
standards don't give children the pro- 
tection they need to grow up safe — 
much, less give them a good develop- 
mental experience. 

The bottom line is that a few 
states have gone baitirwards'. In some 
states, what they call progress mokca 
you a little uncomfort^lc.' 

.Meanwhile, President Bush js 
pushing for a tax break for low-in- 
come families with young children, 
on the premise that it gives parents a . 
choice. One parent con dedde to stay 
homo or the family can use the mon- 
ey for the child care of their choice. 

Bush's plan presumes that.parenta 
don't want or need federal intrusion 
in tho day care field. Any federal re- 
quirements would decrease the sup- 
ply of care and infrinm on porontal 
choice, backers of the ^an contend. 

But some parents hove told 
Congress they always assumed the 
^vemment regulated child care un- 
til tragedy struck their family. And 
experts contend that most parents 
aren't qualified to judginlfiy~ 
and why should they have to?

NEW YORK (AP) — The company 
that publishes the National Enquir- 
er, the saucy supermarket tabloid, i.s 
being sold for $412.5 million in cash 
to a New York-based concern that 
publishes romance magazines, it was 
announced Thursday. 

Mncfaddcn Holdings Inc., whoso 
titles include TVue Story, TVue Con- 
fessions and Modem Romance, said 
it was heading a partnership that 
signed a definitive agreement to buy 
GP Group Inc., which publishes the 
Enquirer from Luniana, Fla. 

The agreement caps an auction 
process begun after the death last 
October of Generoso Pope Jr. who 
owned GP Group. 

Some of the biggest names in pub- 
lishing, including British publisher 
Robert Maxwell, France'.s llachette 
SA and West German publisher 
Heinrich Bauer, were reportedly 
among the bidders al one lime or an- 
other. 

In a statement announcing the 
agreement late Thursday, Mncfaddcn 


said it had formed a partnership to 
make the bid with media inve.stment 
fund Boston Venture.s Limited Part- 
nerhip III, which is financing the 
purchase.

Abbie Hoffman leaves behind political legacy 

Calculated outrageousness helped 
• Hoffman make his point in 1960s

Nnturhliy, Abbie HofTmaii. Bhowed 
up fit the .solidarity reodinR of 
Salman Rushdie's works in New ?ork 
this winter. He. was, himself, the au- 
thor of controversial books, the most 
recent titled "Steal This Urine Thst.’' 
And besides, HofTman, who died 
Wednesday at 52, seemed incapable 
of resisting a good, juiev Hght against 
authoritarianism. "Nobody Hites to 
get bad reviews, but this is ridicu- 
lous," he announced to reporters, still 
his loyal chroniclers oflcf all these 
years, 

Naturally, too, he looked distinctly 
damp. Hoffman was one of the few 
“wrilers'in'thralryloft'who'd'Jolnod" 
“ihtt'eurllerdemonsirailon'outslde the*- 
Iranian mission,, where the celebs 
wore sparser and the protesters en- 
dured o driving rain. 

Once ho had been so shocking, in 
his flag shirt and wild hair, that he 
could spout off to the ever present 
press about his plan to psychedelicize 
Chicago during the 1968 convention 
by dumping LSD in the water supply 
— and Wve ofTicialdom actually be- 
lieve it, atisumc it possible, take 
countermeasures. In the 50,000 or so 
pages of government files Abbie Hoff- 
man inspired during The Great 
Craziness, there probably arc reams 
of stolid reports on the clear and pre- 
sent danger of the Youth Internation- 
al Party, as if it were ever more than 
an esthetic and a gag, dreamed up by 
Hoffman and Jerry Rubin and confr- 
eres because they liked the word Yip- 
pics, and then publicized with their 
typical panache. 

He scared people, not only with his 
intriguing but absurd threats (10,000 
naked protesters floating in Lake 
Michigan) but with what he proved 
an educated middle-class person 
could, become: the pleasure principle 
incarnate, laughing at restraint, giv- 


ing Bu^ority the finger, reveling in 
jrebelliOD. The unnerved U.S. attor- 
ney who had prosecuted Hoffman- 
and the rc.st of the Chicago Seven, 
speaking in an unguarded moment to' 
the "Boosters Club" at a Catholic 
high school in 1970, gave voice to ail 
those parental fears: "We've lost our 
kids lo the freaking fag revolution," 

But by the '80s, what had become 
most striking about Abbie Hoffman 
was, in the best sense, his pre- 
dictability. Coming up from under- 
ground in 1980 after six years on the 
lam from u cocaine bust, he was pret- 
ty much what ho had uiwuvs been. 
He hadn't wigged out, checked out, 
sold out. Looking his ogc at last — he 
■was'alrondy beyond ■tho“nge“kld8- 
■Bhoaldn‘t“tTU8t-nnJ;o^o-pa8t^baci^ 
when he was tossing dollnr'bills onto 
the floor of the Stock Exchange and 
planning to levitate the Pentogon — 
he had become a literal graybeard. 
But he could be counted on to march 
and sign and sue, to oppose imperi- 
ous officials and rnpers of rivers and 
stiflers of writers (and Frank Loren- 
zo), He was reliable. ; 

Some sinister force seems intent 
on denying the Movement its elder 
sUitospcople. Quite a few died before 
they got old. Of the surviving Icoders, 
for every Tbm Hayden, trying to 
learn what to do with the old anger 
without repudiating his ideals, 
there's someone selling barbecue 
sauce or specializing in networking. 
But Abbie Hoffman, of all people, 
was demonstrating how to be a mid- 
dle-aged activist. He had teen living 
("in sin") in rural Perinsyh'ania, 
fighting a losing battle against the lo- 
cal utility al»ut nukes . and - the 
Delaware River, declining to own real 
estate or securities or a car, making 
60 grand n year ("That's two talks for 
Ollio North"). 

His landlord found him dcod in his 
bed ^ of whnt? sudden stroke? sui- 


cide? An autopsy is being performed. 
Life, as the father of Abbie's fellow 
protester Amy Carter once said in a 
different context, is unfair. 

Hofman leaves a political legacy 
that still provokes debate, even 
among those in sympathy. Yippiea 
learned early on (as Ronald Reagan 
did later) that making one's case via 
the press could bo a highly effective 
tactic for those skilled in media ma- 
nipulation, as Hoffman was. 

It's an 
approach that lives an in such events 
as the "kiss-in" staged by AIDS ac- 
tivists at the DemKratic convention

SA and West German publisher 
Heinrich Bauer, were reportedly 
among the bidders at one time or an- 
other.

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Salt Lake blesses and 
curses archaeologists 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - The 
fulling level of the Great Salt Lake 
has handed archaeologists both a 
blessing and a curse — receding wa- 
ters are eroding ancient Indian arti- 
facts even as they unveil them. 

Archaeologists have known for 
some time that the Fremont, 
Shoshone and other Indians called 
the Sait Lake Valley home for thou- 
sands of years before Brigham Young 
led Mormon pioneers here in 18-17. 

For those andent Utahns, the 
shores of the briny inland sea proved 
a good place to live. Wild game was 
plentiful; the marshes provided 
abundant plant life and waterfowl, 
and the hunting and gathering way 
of life provided a relatively easy exis- 
tence. 

Now they have proof — if the lake 
doesn't wash away whot it has un- 
earthed. 

"When the lake level rose, the 
wave action' waahed and beat at the- 
shoreline and exposed the sites," said 
Kevin Jones, assistant state archae- 
ologist. ‘Now that the level has been 
dropping back, tho.se sites arc now on 
dry ground.” 


Dozens of professional and ama- 
teur archaeologists arc scrambling to 
identify the sites and cover them 
with plastic to prevent further crt>- 
sion from the Great Salt Lake. 

Researchers also hope to protect 
the sites from relic hunters who 
would desecrate the andent burials 
in search of valuable artifacts. 

”lf a flood washed out 'one of our 
cemeteries, wc wouldn't want people 
up there hunting through the bones 
of our ancestors looking for valu- 
ables,” Jones explained. 

Steve Simms, a Utah State Uni- 
versity archaeologist, said sdcntisls 
working on the project ore working 
"to keep on good terras" with mem- 
bers of the Northwest Shoshone 
tribe, who are also involved in the 
salvage work. 

The salvage efforte ore concenlral* 
ed around the fresh-water deltas 


rivers pour into the Great Salt Lake.

T^c Old Man, aS' Daley is still called with affec- 
tion, rarely mis.s«! a ciiristening, a wedding or a 
wake ond almost everyone in Bridgeport — or .so 
it seems — knew him, his wife, or one of their 
seven children. 

And more than a few owed their liveiihiMKi to 
the acquaintance.'! 

"We've got firemen, people from llhe ilepart- 
ments of) streets and sanitation, water, whatev- 
er. ...

When Kdward.l. Kelly became the first of five 
native sons to call the shots downtown in lt)33. 
Bridgeport was a Democratic precinct captain’s 
dream, an all-white, blue-collar nei|:hlK)rh(K>d 
covering three square miles, full of immigraiit.s 
from Ireland, Italy, Poland and hilvin living in 
single-family brick bongalow.s or small apart- 


ment buildings. 

So well-oiled was Bridgeport's political ma- 
chinery that when Kelly left the mayor's offree in 
19'17, it went to another native son, Mifrtin Ken- 
nelly, who was, in turri. pu.shcd out of the way 
eight year.s later by Richard J. Daley. 

After Daley's death in late 1976, yet another 
Bridgeportcr. Michael Bilandic, filled the rest of 
Daley's term niid to the victorious continued to 
flow most of the spoils. 

But soon thereafter, the courts narrowed the 
stream with a series of decisions severely limit- 
ing political hirings and firings. And in 1979, an 
upstart Democrat named Jane Byrne, a one- 
lime protege of the elder Daley who spent much 
of lier .subsequent term fearing a challenge from 
llie younger l)aley. upset Bilandic in the mayor's 
race and .shut the spigot complelely.

Disappearance of 
teacher still unsolved 


COEUR D'ALENE (AP) - Still i 
missing, llie words have a chilly, • 
foreboding sound about them. 

And three years after they were i 
first used in reference to Cocur d’A- i 
Icnc schoolteacher Deborah Jean < 
Swanson, they are no less disturbing. i 
Just over three years ago, on March i 
29, 1966, Swanson was'spotted by two 
elementary school students heading 
up the Tubbs Hill trail. 

It was the last time she was ever 
scon. 

Police still are baffled by Swan- 
son's disappearance. Clues have 
been scanty, leads few, and tho case 
continues to trouble tho Cocur d’A- 
lene police officer who led the initial 
inyestigatipn.. 

’It's ha'i^ to do anything iii Cocur 
d'Alene without being reminded of 
(the Swanson case),’ Capt. Carl 
Bdrgh says. ‘I'll sec someone that 
we've talked to in connection with it 
or places (like) Tubbs Hill, which I 
pass every day coming to work, or 
little things that come up." - 
Bcrgh is certain that someone, 
somewhere knows something about 
Swanson's disappearance that will 
help police crack the ease. 

*I'm sure there's someone out 
there who knows what happened," ho 
said. "I can't understand how some- 
one out there can be so heartless or 
ungiving that they wouldn’t advise 
someone as to what transpired, so 
that the family could at least know." 

What police do know is that the 31- 
year-old Swanson, a special educa- 
tion teacher at Sorensen Elementary 
School, had done some shopping that 
Saturday afternoon and apparently 
headed to Tubbs Hill for a hike. A re- 
ceipt from K mart, found with pack- 
ages and a purse in her- abandoned 
car, showed she purchased some 
items there at abouM p.m. 

• A number of people now report 
they saw her late that afternoon. She 
was last seen heading up the Tubbs 
Hill trail at about 4:40 p.m. by two of 
her, Sorensen Elementary students. 
But she failed to keep an Easter din- 
ner date .with friends in St, Maries 
tho next day, and missed a wedding 
on Monday. 

A neighbor became concerned and 
called police when she spotted 
Swanson's abandoned car that Tues- 
day, April 1, in the Third Street park- 

inglot. ^ ■ 

Police combed the brushy hillsides' 
in a search that stretched- on for 
three days. Searchers on foot 
scoured the hill, while a helicopter 
bearing heat-sensitive equipment 
hovered overhead. 

The exhaustive search yielded no 
clues to the woman's disappearance, 
white dozens of interviews also failed 
to reveal what became of Swanson. 

Her colleagues from the Cocur 
d’Alene School District made up and 
distributed hundreds of posters bear- 
ing Swanson's smiling face through- 
out' the region. 

After three years, few are still 
seen around town. News of Swan- 
son's disappearance circulated 
throughout the country. Law enforce- 
rqent agencies received the informa- 
tion via the national missing persons 
computer. 

T^e case received prominent play 
in tho Notional _Educotion Associa- 
tion ncwalotter and interviews were 
conducted with residents of states 
ranging from Washington and Cali- 
fornia to Minnesota and Florida. A 


reward fund cstabli^cd at Northern 
State Bank still contoinaj^ut $700. 

Virtually the only ^w. still 
unchecked information ^t has 
come to light in the yijnrs since 
Swanson's disappearance could link 
the case to that of Julie Wcflcn, a 
Spokane, Wash., woman who van- 
ished in 1987. 

A man Spokane County detectives 
questioned in Weften'e disappear- ! 
ance had met and talked with Swan- 
son at a party within two days of the 
time she vanished, police said. Cocur 
d’Alene police have tried, as yet un- 
successfully, to talk to the man about

"I’m sure he’s someone we want to 
talk to," Bcrgh said. 

The man also has been uncoopera- 
tive in dealing with Spokane police 
regarding the Wefien case. 

Meanwhile, Swanson's friends and 
relatives wait, hoping someday they 
will have answers to the mystery. 
Various members of her family have 
traveled through northern Idaho dur- 
ing the last three years. They wanted 
to SCO the place where Swanson had 
lived and woikcd. 

"We're still looking for answers," 
says a close friend of Swanson's who 
asked not to be named, saying she 
still fears a suspect may be in the 
area. 

Fellow teachers placed a number 
of ads in the Coeur d'Alene Press re- 
cently. asking that anyone who 
might have been in the Third Street 
dock area the afternoon of March 29,

The 8(Vycar-o1d justice has 
become the court's most passionate 
supporter of the pro-choice cause. 

John Paul Stevens, 69, is often un- 
predictable, but the bbw-ti'ed' justice' ' 
has cast a staunch pro-choice vote in 
recent years. 

OPPONENTS 

Chief Justice Willim H. Rehpqmst 
was a dissenter in Roc vs. WadC| and 
he has held strictly to the view that 
there is no constitutional right to 
abortion. Rchnquist. 64, is' almost 
certain to vote to reinstate the Mis- 
souri law. 

Bjron R. White, 71, also dissented 
in the original Roe ruling. He has ar- 
gued that the right to an abortion 
should be overturned. 

Astoain-Scalia, 53, is a conserva- 
tive intellectual who criticized the 
Roe. decision before joining the high 
court in 1986. 

Anthony M. Kennedy, Reagan's 
most recent appointee, joined the 
court last year and has not voted in 
an abortion case. But Kennedy, 52, 
hiyj— joined his conservative col- 
leagues in every important ruling in 
the last year and, like Rehnquist, fa- 
vors a narrow reading of constitu- 
tional righLs.

depletion over the AnUirctic was the greule.st 
ever recorded, according to geophy.sici.st John 
E. Frederick of the University of Chicago. 

In n .separate .study also released by the 
foundation, oceano^p-apher Osmund Hclm- 
llansen of the'Seripps institution of Oceanog- 
raphy in San Diego found that photoaynthet- 
ic activity of microscopic plants called phyto- 
plankton was reduced hy about 25 percent in 
the upper three feet of tlie Antarctic Ocean 
last October ns a result of the increased rndi- 
nlion. 


"Phytoplankton, by virtue of photosynthe- 
sis, furnish oil the fo^ materials which sup- 
ply the needs of uil the animals in the 
Antarctic Ocean," Hclm-Hansen said. "So if 
the rate of photosynthesis is significantly af- 
fected, it would affect the amount of food 
available for krill, fish, penguins, nnd other 
animals." 

*)bd Del.aca, head of polar programs at the 
National Science Founantion in Washington, 
called Helm-Hnnscn's rcsulLs "provocative," 
but cautioned that the biological impact of ul- 
traviolet radiation is very complex and will 
require a great deal of further study. 

The two experiments arc part of a continu- 


ing investigation of'thc biological effects of 
increased ultraviolet radiation in the Antarc- 
tic spon.sored by the National Science Fgun- 
dntion. Scientists hope the research will shed 
light on the eventual effects of increased ul- 
traviolet radiation throughout the world 
camsed by degradation of the ozone layer, 
which .shields the Earth from most of thc- 
sun'.s ultraviolet radiation. 

Scientists believe that the Earth's ozone 
layer has already been depleted by an aver- 
age of alxmt '2.3 percent worldwide, nnd some 
project that the depletion will exceed 10 per- 
cent early in the next century. 

Tlie AnUirctic ozone hole, which covers an 


area the sire of the United States, is caused 
by the accumulation of chlorofluon?carbons in 
polar stratospheric clouds during the long, 
dark AnUirctic night. When the sun comc.s 
back above the horizon in October, it triggers 
a ma.ssive destruction of ozone by the chemi- 
cals. 

Tlic liole normally disappears in November 
or December when it is dispersed by winds.- 

.Normally, liHfaviolet radiation in the 
Antarctic begins at a low level in spring and 
doubles in intensity in succeeding months, 
reaching n peak at the summer solstice when 
the sun's ray.s shine most directly onto the 
Earth's surface.
